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PREFACE. 



During the time I was Adjutant to the Field 
Batteries at Woolwich, I had frequent opportunities 
of remaxking the want of something similar to the 
present attempt to fitcilitate the instruction of the 
Non-commissioned Officers of the Regiment in the 
Movements of a Battery. It is true, that nearly 
all that is to be found in this book is abready given 
in that on Field Battery Exercise ; but I consider 
that book difficult for the Non-commissioned Officer 
to imderstand, moreover he has not the time to 
devote to the study it reqiiires : in fact, it was never 
intended for him. Again, the want of Plates to 
show him what he desires, is wanting ; and every 
one must be aware of what advantage they are 
when doubt arises on any point. The book of 
instructions, although it gives the different words 
of command, does not tell the reader when and 
where, nor in all cases by whom, they are to be 
given. The Captain of a Company, therefore, 
labours under disadvantages in the improvement 
of his men, inasmuch as he has entirely to instruct 
not only his drivers, but also his non-commissioned 
officers, and in too many cases the officers ; but he 
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can hardly expect his subordinates to know what 
they cannot learn. The constant reference from 
one section to another is also a great drawback ; the 
officer may not think of the trouble, but the other 
loses the thread of his story by referring back to 
another part of a book. It may be said then, 
that the non-commissioned officer of artillery has 
nothing he can consult as to this part of his duty 
during the little leisure that he has. Taking into 
consideration these several points, I conceived I 
might &cilitate the labours of the officer, and 
materially assist the non-commissioned officer in 
acquiring a knowledge of this branch of his duty, 
if I wrote some of the Sections of the Field Battery 
Exercise in frill detail: whilst doing so, I found 
that a diagram would render it more complete, I 
therefore drew, on as large a scale as could be 
done, nearly all the most useM sections, omitting 
only those that appeared to a certain degree imne- 
cessary. Having seen also, the difficulty some 
officers experienced when commencing drill in 
brigade, I have added a few of the principal 
manoeuvres: in these I have merely given the 
words of command, the posts of staff officers, and 
some little detail of the movements, leaving the 
minor parts, such as the shiftings of officers com- 
manding divisions (which do not often occur) to 
their own knowledge of the movements of a single 
battery, as the principle of the latter holds good in 
the former.

No apology is made for tautology^ for in a work 
of the kind^ this must necessarily occur, otherwise 
what was intended to elucidate would only be 
rendered more obscure: no attempt has therefore 
been made to obviate repetition^ where it was in 
the slightest degree necessary. 

I have been encouraged in the task I have 
undertaken by the fact, that several of my late 
brother officers have assured me that they found 
what I had written, together witt the rough 
diagrams, of much service; for, although nothing 
can be clearer than the instructions of the officer 
who has so Ipng commanded this branch of duty, 
yet there is little doubt that an officer would feel 
more confidence, were he able to refer to something 
explanatory of the driU before appearing in the 
field. 

The Plates have been drawn to a scale of 30 yards 
to an inch for the movements of a single battery ; 
those of the brigade manoeuvres to a scale of 60 
yards to an inch. In the former I have deviated 
from the usual plan of showing the final step of a 
movement, having given the original position of 
the battery, and the posts of officers, markers, and 
staff Serjeants, after the cautionary word has been 
given from the front ; the dotted lines pointing out 
the course of each carriage to its proper place, by 
which it is easier to find out the different shiftings, 
there being no confusion, such as there must have 
been, had both the original and final position 
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been shown. On the contrary, with the brigade 
manoeuvres both are shown, there being only the 
posts of staff officers and the path of the different 
carriages necessary. 

The Sections are numbered according to those 
given in the Book of Field Battery Exercise; 
although I have not followed them in all cases in 
their natural order, reference can easily be made. 

To Colonel Cleaveland, the Regiment of Artillery 
owes much, for the instruction he has given to 
almost every individual in it: no officer can be 
under his command and not gain a knowledge of 
this particular duty « both in stables and in the field, 
if he gives but tiS attention he ought to give to 
it : if he does not learn his duty it is most certainly 
his own fault. It has been my endeavour in the 
following pages to assist in the good work; but 
it would have been better for those for whom 
it is intended, had it fallen into more able hands. 
Humble as the attempt is, I trust it may not prove 
fruitless.

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OBSERVATIONS. 



A FiEij> Battebt of six guns and six waggons, when 
limbered up at full intervals, occupies from right to left 
78 yards, and from front to rear 26 yards. The interyal 
between two guns in line, or a gpm and its wa^on when 
in column of subdivisions, is the length of the gpm and 
horses and a horse's length in addition : this with a 
4 horse battery is 15 yards. A gun or waggon (with 
4 horses) actually covers 1 1 yards of ground ; and 4 yards 
are to be added for every additional pair of horses. 
Officers are posted according to seniority as follows ; the 
senior subaltern commands the right division, the next 
senior commands the left division, and the junior the 
centre division; and the second captain acts as a staff 
officer. Their posts in line are, the commander of the 
right division on the right of No. 1 subdivision, the com- 
mander of the left division on the left of No. 6 subdivision, 
the commander of the centre division on the right of No. 3, 
and the staff officer one horse*s length in rear of the centre 
division. The markers cover their division commanders, 
taking post in line with the leading drivers of the waggons. 
The senior staff serjeant is on the right of the marker of 
the right division, the other on the left of the marker of 
the left division. 

A battery when unlimbered for action, occupies from 
from right to left 78 yards, from front to rear 37 yards. 
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When unlimbered for action, the heads of the leading 
horses are to be 10 yards from the gun wheels and fronting 
the gun, the wa^on leaders are one horse's length from 
the rear of the gun limbers. The markers with the horses 
of the gun of their respective subdtvisions, the staff Ser- 
jeants on the right and left of the markers of the right 
and left subdivisions. Officers of divisions between the 
subdivisions of their several divisions. 

In column of divisions, a 4 horse batterj with 6 guns 
occupies from front to rear 87 yards ; in column of sub- 
divisions 87 yards ; in column of half batteries 72 yards ; 
and in column (^ route 177 yards. 

In telling off a battery, a gun should be named as a gun 
of direction ; as there is an officer attached to No. 3 sub- 
division, it is as well to name that gun as the gun of 
direction; but the battery should be practised with a. 
flank gun as a gun of direction, as such would be the case 
if acting in brigade. 

When a battery makes a half turn (say to the right) 
No. 1 subdivision must be careful to make the half turn 
correctly, since upon this depends the correctness of the 
rest of the carriages. The leading driver of No. 2 dresses 
by the azletree of No. I gun ; No. 3 dresses by the axle- 
tree of No. 2, and so on. The leading driver of No. I 
waggon dresses by his left on the axletree of No. 1 gun, 
taking care to keep his proper distanae from the gun. The 
leading driver of No. 2 waggon dresses by the axletree of 
No. 1 waggon body, and should cover No. 1 gun. The 
leading driver of No. 3 waggon dresses by the axletree of 
No. 2 waggon body, and covers No. 2 gun, and so on. 
Officers, markers, and staff Serjeants do not shift their 
posts. 
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Should there be only four guns and four waggons with 
the battery, the foUowing explanations will serve as well 
as for the six gun. battery, by taking the centre and left 
diyisions as composing the battery. 

Officers, markers, &c., in all cases shift their posts, 
when requisite^ on the cautionary word of command from 
the front. 

Section 38, F. B. E. 
Taking Ground. 

In taking, ground the commander of the battery giyes 
the word Battery y right (or l^) take ground. 

On this caution being given, the officers commanding 
divisions and the marker of the left division move to the 
posts they will occupy when the battery has taken ground, 
viz. the officer of the right division to the left of No. l^ 
the officer of the centre division to the left of No. 3, and 
the officer of the left division to the left of No. 5. The 
marker of the left division to the right of No. 5 waggon, 
the other markers are already in the proper places. The 
staff Serjeants' posts in column are, the one between the 
leading carriages, the other between the rear carriages of 
the battery. 

The commander of the battery then gives the word 
March. When each carriage wheels to the flank ordered, 
on its own ground. 

Section 38—2. 

When a column of subdivisions takes ground to a flank, 
in order to form column of divisions in succession, the 
commander of the battery gives this word of command, 
Form column of divisions to the left (or right) in 
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succession from the front. The officer of the leading 

division gives the word to his division Left take ground^ 

shifting his flank hy the front to the pivot of his division, 

viz., to the left of No. 2 — No. I of subdivision 2, "when 

his division commander has given the word to take ground, 

gives the command Waggon right to the waggon of his 

subdivision, and when there is sufficient space in the rear, 

the word Waggon rear. The reason of this waggon 

being ordered up to the flank of the gun, is that the rear 

of the column may not be impeded. The officers of the 

rear divisions, when they arrive in rear of the line of 

pivots of the intended column, halt themselves, viz. the 

officer of the centre division halts himself when he 

arrives at the spot where No. 2 subdivision took ground 

to the left : he then allows his division to pass him, 

and when the leaders of his rear subdivision (No. 4) 

arrive on his flank he gives the word Division ^o, 2 left 

take ground. The No. 1 of the 4th subdivision then 

gives the word to his waggon to move up to the right of 

his gun, as was done by the 1st division. The officer of 

the rear division does exactly the same as the officer of the 

centi*e division, but the waggon of this division need not 
be ordered to the flank of the gun as the other waggons 

were, unless there should be another battery in the rear 

acting in brigade. The markers .follow their respective 

commanders and cover them when in column. 

Section 39. 

Reversing, 

The word of command from the front will be Battery 
right (or left) reverse. At this command, the com- 
manders of divisions, the markers, and the stafl* Serjeants 
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all go about on their own ground, tumingyrom their sub- 
divisions. On the word Marchy the whole of the carriages 
reverse, moving up to their officers and markers at an 

accelerated pace : the officers, markers, &c. go straight 
to the rear without waiting for their carriages. 

A battery in line generally reverses to the left, unless 

the left subdivision should be the directing one, in which 

case it must reverse to the right If in column, the battery 

should always reverse to the reverse flank ; officers and 

markers going about to the pivot flank, that is from their 

carriages, and independent of them, going straight to the 

rear, the carriages moving up at an accelerated pace. 

Sectioit 40. 
Advancing in Line. 

When a battery is to advance in line, the qaution from 
the front will be Battery (or Line) will advance. 

If No. 2 subdivision should be the directing subdivision, 
the officer and marker of the right division should, on the 
caution, shift to the right of No. 2 subdivision, taking up 
points to march upon. At the word halt they resume 
their proper places in line. 

Section 41. 
From Line forming Column, 

To form column of subdivisions in rear of a flank, the 
word from the commander of the battery should be Form 
Column of subdivisions in rear of the right for left.) 

At this caution the officers, markers, and staff Serjeants 
all move to their respective posts : the officers shift to the 
pivot flank of that which will become the leading sub- 
division of their respective divisions when in column, viz. 

b3 
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the commander of the right division to the left of No. I 
subdiTision, the commander of the centre division to the 
left of No. 3, and the commander of the left divioon to the 
left of No. 5. 

The marker of the right division marks for his rear 
subdivision in column one horse's length in rear of the 
gun in his front, he places himself close to the leaders of 
No. I waggon covering his officer. The marker of the 
centre division will be 15 yards in rear of the marker in 
hi8 front marking for No. 3 subdmrion, and the marker 
of the left divisicm marking for No. 5, will be 30 yards 
in rear of the marker of No. 2 division. The staff Ser- 
jeants should be, one ten yards in front of the intended 
column, and facing towards it in line with the officers and 
markers, the other ten yards in rear of the column, or this 
last might mark for No. 6 subdivision. 

It is the duty of the staff officers to dress the markers, 
&c., and the markers and staff Serjeants always draw 
swords, recovering them imtil the word Steady be given, 
when they return them. 

The executive words of command are given by the 
officers as they shift their posts, vi^. 

Com' of No. 1 division ^o, 1 Waggon right. 

Com" of Nos.;2& 3 divisions . .[Division right reverse. 
No. 1 of No. 2 subdivision .... JVb. 2 right reverse. 

When the covering ts correct the Commander of the 
Battery will give the word Mareh^ naming the pace pre- 
viously. 

The whole of the subdivisions, except the one formed 
on, reverse inwards and go to the rear. The subdivision 
next the named one when sufficiently to the rear, (that 
will be when the leaders are in line with the marker of 
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the 2d division,) receives the word Left take ground^ 
from the No. 1 of the subdivision, and when it arrives on 
the line of pivots, the word Iteft wheel up. When this 
subdivision receives the word left take ground, the re- 
maining subdivisions receive the word from their officers 
Left half turn. When arrived opposite the place where 
they ought to turn towards the column, that is in rear of 
the spot that No. 2 subdivision took ground to the left, 
the officers and Nos. I in succession give the word a 
second time Loft half tum^ and when on the line of 
pivots. Left wheel up. The word B.alt is given to every 
subdivision as they arrive at their place in the column. 

^Vhen the staff officer sees that all is correct, he gives 
the word Steady^ which will be followed by the word 
Eyes front from the commander of the battery, and then 
the markers and staff Serjeants move to their respective 
places in column. 

• Sectiok 41 — 3. 

From Line forming Column in Front of a Flank, 

Formii>g column of subdivisions in front of a flank, the 
commanding officer's word is Form column of suhdi' 
visions in front of the left (or right,) Division com- 
manders, markers, and staff serjeants move on the caution 
to their respective posts : the officers on the pivot flanks 
of the subdivisions which become the leading ones in 
column, viz. subdivisions 1 , 3, and 5. The staff serjeants, 
one ten yards in front facing to the rear, the other ten 
yards in rear of the column in the line of pivots. The 
markers all mark for their leading subdivisions 1 , 3, and 5, 
and they face to the rear to take up their covering.-— (Vide 
F. B. Exercise, sec. 32 — 2.) 

b2 
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The officers as they shift give the executive words of 
command : the commanders of divisions 1 and 2 Right 
shoulders forward- commander of the left division 
No, 6 waggon right. No, 5 Bight shoulders forward. 
On the word March from the commander of the battery, 
the subdivisions throw their shoulders forward, No. 5 gun 
should take ground to the left passing close to the leaders' 
heads of No. 6, its waggon moving straight forward, the 
rest of the subdivisions should move exactly as shown in 
the diagram, otherwise they can never be brought up 
square : when they arrive in front of the subdivision on 
their left, the ofRcers and Nos. 1 respectively give the 
word Left shoulders forward waggon right, — HaJt is 
given when arrived at their proper place in colunm. The 
waggon of No. 6 must throw the left shoulder forward 
after taking ground to the right, to enable it to come up 
square after taking ground to the left into column. 



Sectiok 41 

Forming Columns of Divisions in Rear of a Plank. 

The word for forming column of division in rear of a 
flank, given by the commander of the Battery, is Form 
column of division in rear of the right (or left,) The 
commanders of divisions, the markers and staff sergeants, 
move to their respective posts : the commander and marker 
of the right division to the pivot flank of their division, 
when in column, on the left of No. 2 subdivision ; the 
other commanders shift to the pivot flank of the subdivision 
of their respective divisions nearest the named division, in 
this case to the left of No. 3 and 5 subdivisions (if forming 
column in rear of the left, the commanders of the right 
and' centre divisions would be on the right of Nos. 2 
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and 4.) The markers of the centre and left divisions 
mark for their pivot subdivisions when in column, viz., of 
the centre division, four yards from the rear of the waggon 
of the pivot subdivision of the right division ; of the left 
division, 30 yards in rear of the marker of the centre 
division. Staff Serjeants, one 10 yards in front of the line 
of pivots and facing towards, the other 10 yards in rear of, 
the column, facing in the same direction as the markers, 
that is, covering ftom the front. 

The officers of the centre and left divisions, when they 
shift their posts, give the executive words of command 
Division right reiwrse. 

The commander of the battery gives the word March, 
when the two divisions reverse. The officer of the centre 
division when the guns have passed sufficiently to the rear, 
(the rear of these carriages should be two horses' length 
distant from the rear of the waggons of the stenling divi- 
sion) gives the word Left take ground: when he arrives 
in rear of his marker, he halts in his own person, and allows 
the division to pass him until his left subdivision arrives on 
his right flank, when he gives the yfordLe/i take ground, 
and on the leading driver arriving on the marker (close on 
his right) the word Salt, dress, falling in on the left of 
his marker. The o£&cer of the left division gives the word 
Le/t hd^turn, when the centre division takes ground to 
the left the first time: when sufficiently in rear of his 
marker, he gives the word Left half turn ; when in rear 
of his marker he halts, as did the officer of the centre 
division, and gives the same word of command, viz. Left 
take groundj halt, dress^ falling in on the left of his 
marker. 

When all is correct, the staff officer gives the word 
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Steady, and the commander of the battery Eyes front, 
when officers, markers, and staff Serjeants move to their 
places in column. 

Care should always be taken to halt a carriage in time ; 
this depends of course on the pace. I'he wbrd should be 
so timed that the horses may be pulled up gently, so as 
not to overshoot the spot on which they should dress, and 
not strain the wheelers and destroy the harness. 

Section 41 — 6. 
Forming Column of Divisions in Front of a Flank. 

To form column of divisions in front of a flank, the 
word from the front will be Form column of divisions in 
front of the left (or right) or Form column of divisions 
on No. 3 right in front. 

The commanders of the right and centre divisions, their 
markers and staff Serjeants, move as follows : the officers 
to the right of No. 2 and 4 subdivisions ; the marker of 
the centre division 30 yards in front of the left division ; 
the nrnrker of the right division 30 yards distant irom 
the marker of centre division. One staff serjeant 1 yards 
in front, the other 10 yards in rear of the column. Markers 
and staff Serjeants face towards the standing division, that 
is, the two markers and staff serjeant in front of the divi- 
sion cover from the rear — (vide F.B.E. Sec. 32 — ^2,) — the 
other, who is in the rear of the division, faces towards it. 

As the officers shift they give the executive words: 
the commander of centre divisjon. Division 2 forward, 
the commander of the right division. Division 1 left half 
turn. On the word March from the front the centre 
division moves forward until the leaders of the gun have 
cleared the division formed upon, when the commander 
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gives the word Division 2 left take ground, woiggons 
close interval : they pass close to the leaders of the left 
division, the drivers of. which throw their horses well to 
the left ; when the division arrives in front of the standing 
division, the commander gives the word Might take 
ground, the officer shifting his flank, and marching direct 
on the marker, giving the word Halty dress. The 
commander of the right division conducts it towards the 
intended column, and when he arrives about 4 yards clear 
of the front of the marker of the centre division, he gives 
the word Le/i half turn, Waggons close interval', 
when arrived in front of the centre division, he gives the 
word Right take ground, shifts his flank, marches direct 
on his marker, giving the word Halt, dress in proper 
time. As there is not room sufficient for the waggons to 
take ground into column at the same time as the guns, they 
must wait until the gun has taken ground and left them 
space to do so. This movement requires careful driving 
to bring up the carriages square. 

Section 44. — I. 
From Column forming Line. 

From column of subdivisions right in front to form line 
to the front on the leading subdivision, the commanding 
officer gives the word Left of the front fonn line. 

The commanders of divisions, the markers, and staff 
Serjeants all move at this caution: the commanders of 
divisions to the opposite flank of the subdivisions to which 
they are attached, that is to flank of the guns, not the 
waggons : the staff serjeant at the head of the column, 
ten yards on the right of the intended line, the other will 
mark for the left gun of the battery (vide F. B. E., Sec. 
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32-4), the marker of the ri^t division marks for his rear 
subdivision ; the others for the subdivisions of theur res- 
pective divisions, vrhich come first . into line, viz : Nos. 
3 and 5. Markers and staff Serjeants face the intended 
line. 

As the officers shift they ^ve the executive words of 
command : conmiander of right division, Subdivision 1 , 
7caggon rear; the others, and the No. 1 of No. 2 sub- 
division the word Left take ground. 

On the word March from the front the several carriages 
move as directed : when No. 2 subdivision arrives opposite 
his marker the No. 1 gives the word right wheel: when 
this word is g\ven the officers and No. 1 of the remaining 
subdivisions give the word Left shoulders forward, 
conducting their subdivisions on their respective markers, 
&c, viz : 3 and 5 on the markers, No. B on the staff 
Serjeant, No. 4, 15 yards from the marker of his division, 
when they give the word JEalt, dress, the drivers are to 
drive direct on the markers, and halt with their horses' 
heads close to the head of the marker's horse. The 
officers shift to their proper places in line as soon as they 
have halted their subdivisions. The staff officer gives the 
word steady, and the commander Eyes front, when 
markers, &c., move to their respective posts in line. 

Section 44. — 2. 

From column of Subdivisions to form line on the rear 

Subdivision, 

The commander of the battery gives the work Right of 
tlie rear form line. The officer of the rear division falls 
back to his rear subdivision ; his marker marks for his 
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front subdivision by placing himself opposite the riding 
horse of No. 6 waggon : the markers of the leading and 
centre divisions mark for the subdivisions of their respective 
divisions that come first into line, namely, Nos. 4 and 2. 
Staff Serjeant at the head of the column marks for the 
flank gun (No. 1), the other, 10 yards on the left of the 
intended line. As the officer shifts, No. I of the rear 
subdivision gives the word Waggon rear^ the oflSicer of 
the leading subdivision of the rear division, the word 
right take ground, and the officers of the leading and centre 
divisions, the word Division right take ground. 

The commander of the battery gives the word Marchy 
when the several carriages move as directed : as soon as 
they are square the No. 1 of No. 5 subdivision gives the 
word right wheels the gun following the waggon : the 
subdivision passes the marker, on his left hand, and when 
the gun (the rear of it) has passed him about a horse's 
length, the No. I gives the word subdivision right 
reverse^ and when arrived on the marker Halty dress. 
When No. 5 has wheeled towards the intended line, the 
commanders of divisions and the Nos. 1 give the word 
Left shoulders forward to their respective subdivisions, 
they all pass the markers on the left hand, and when suffi- 
ciently to the rear, the word Might reverse^ and having 
arrived on the markers, the word S^alt, dress. 

The waggon of the subdivision formed on reverses to 
the right, and then circles round and comes up square on 
its gun. If the column were left in front, this waggon 
would then reverse to the left. 

In forming line, the markers and staff Serjeants always 
face towards the intended line. 
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Section 44—54 

Prom Column of Divisions to form Line on the 

leading Division. 

The word from the front will be Left of the front 
form line. On which the commanders of divisions, the 
markers and staff seijeants, all move to their respective 
posts t the commander of the right division to the place 
he occupies in line ; his mslrker in front of No. 1 subdi-^ 
vision : the commander of the centre and left divisions to 
the right of their pivot subdivisions Nos. 4 and 6 : their 
markers mark for their subdivisions nearest the point of 
formation. The staff Serjeant 10 yards on the right of 
the intended line, the other marks for the left gun of 
the battery. 

The commanders of the centre and left division give the 
word Division left take ground. The word March is 
then given from the front, when the two rear divisions 
take ground. When the officer of the centre division 
arrives opposite his marker he halts himself, allowing his 
division to pass him until the leaders of the rear sub- 
division arrive on his flank, when he gives the word 
Division right take ground and Halt^ dress when he 
arrives on his marker. When the centre division takes 
ground towards the line the officer of the rear division 
gives the word Right half turn : when he arrives op- 
posite his marker he moves straight towards him a short 
distance, which he must do, to allow the right subdivision 
of his division to come up to him, as the division is 
moving in a diagonal direction: when the right sub- 
division arrives on his flank, he gives the word Division 
right ludf turn and Halt^ dress when arrived on the 
marker, when he shifts to his proper place in line. 
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Section 44.-6. 

In Column of divisions to form line on the rear 

division. 

The commanding officer*s word is Biffht of tlie rear 
form line. The commanders of the leading and centre 
divisions, the markers of the three divisions and the staff 
Serjeants, all move on the caution: the officers to the 
inward flank of the reverse subdivisions, on the left of 
Nos. 1 and 3 : the marker of the rear division in front of 
No. 6, the others mark for their respective subdivisions 
nearest the point of formation, viz. Nos. 4 and 2. Staff 
Serjeant at the head of the column will mark for No. 1 
subdivision, the other ten yards on the lefl of the intended 
line : the officers of the right and centre divisions give 
the words Division right take ground. On the word 
March from the commanding officer the divisions move 
as ordered : when the officer of the centre division has 
passed his marker about nine or ten yards he halts himself, 
and when his rear subdivision arrives on his flank he 
gives the word Division right take ground ; going past 
his marker sufficiently he gives the word Right reverse 
and halt^ dress in proper time, shifting to his proper post 
in line : when the centre division takes ground to the 
rear, the officer of the right division gives the word 
Division right half turn ; having passed the marker the 
proper distance, he gives the word Division right half 
turn, (this brings the division square with the intended 
line), passing the marker sufficiently, he gives the word 
Bight reverse and Halt^ dress in proper time^ shifting 
to his post in line. 
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Section 44 — 8. 

Column of Divisions to form Line on the rear 

Division on the front Base. 
The commander gives the word Deploy into line on 
the rear division on the front hose: when the officers 
of the leading and centre divisions^ the markers of the 
three divisions and staff Serjeants, move to their proper 
places. The officers shift to the inward flank of their 
reverse suhdivision : the marker of the rear division 
marks for his lefl gun placing himself in front of No. 2 
gun, the others mark for the subdivisions of their divisions 
which are nearest the points of formation Nos. 4 and 2. 
Staff Serjeant at the head of the column marks for the 
right gun of the intended line, the other ten yards on the 
left of the line (he will be ten yards on the right of 
the marker of the rear division.) As the officers shift 
they give the executive words, viz. Division right take 
ground. When the commanding officer gives the word 
March the two leading divisions take ground : as soon as 
the front of the rear division is cleared, the officer of that 
division gives the word Division forward^ marchy he 
leads direct on his marker and gives the word Halt 
dress — the officer of the centre division halts opposite his 
marker: when the rear division gets the word Marchy he 
gives the word Division 2, halt : when his front is clear 
he gives the word Division left take ground^ marchy 
conducts his division on his marker and gives the word 
Halty dresSf shifting to his place in line. The officer of 
the right division halts on his marker : when his rear sub- 
division has passed the marker sufficiently to allow the 
carriages to come up square after reversing, he gives the 
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word Division 1 ri^ht take ground^ and when suffi- 
ciently to the rear the word Division right reverse, then 
Salty dress on arriving on his marker, shifting to his 
place in line. 

Section 44 — 10. 

In Column of Divisions to form Line to the right 
Flank on the leading Division. 

The word from the commander of the hattery will he 
Form line to the right flank on the leading division^ 
when the commanders of divisions, the markers and staff 
Serjeants, move to their respective posts: the officers of 
divisions to the reverse flank of their reverse suhdivisions, 
the marker of the leading division marks for his reverse 
suhdivision (No. 1), the other markers for their reverse 
suhdivisions (3 and 5), being those that come first into 
line : staff serjeant of the right half battery )en yards from 
the marker of the leading division, the other marking for 
the left gun of the battery fifteen yards from the marker 
on his (then) left. The alignment must be taken up at 
least one and a half the depth of a carriage and horses on 
the right of the column, the marker of the leading division 
must be opposite the leaders of his reverse subdivision. 

As the officers shift, the executive words of command 
are given: the officer of leading division, the word 
Division right wheels and when square (after the word 
march from the front) Forward hy the right : the officers 
of the centre and rear division, Division left half turn. 
On the word Maroh^ the divisions move as directed : 
when the rear divisions have cleared the carriages in 
their front, their officers give the word Front tum^ hy the 
right: when the centre division arrives opposite the 
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word Division 1 right take ground, and when suffi- 
ciently to the rear the word Division right reverse, then 
JSctlt, dress on arriving on his marker, shifting to his 
place in line. 

Section 44 — 10. 

In Column of Divisions to form Line to the right 
Flank on the leading Division, 

The word from the commander of the hattery will he 
Form line to the right flank on the leading division, 
when the commanders of divisions, the markers and staff 
Serjeants, move to their respective posts: the officers of 
divisions to the reverse flank of their reverse subdivisions, 
the marker of the leading division marks for his reverse 
subdivision (No. 1), the other markers for their reverse 
subdivisions (3 and 5), being those that come first into 
line : staff serjeant of the right half battery ^en yards from 
the marker of the leading division, the other marking for 
the leil gun of the battery fifteen yards from the marker 
on his (then) left. The alignment must be taken up at 
least one and a half the depth of a carriage and horses on 
the right of the column, the marker of the leading division 
must l>e opposite the leaders of his reverse subdivision. 

As the ofi&cers shift, the executive words of command 
are given: the officer of leading division, the word 
Division right wheels and when square (after the word 
march from the front) Forward by the right .* the officers 
of the centre and rear division. Division left halftum. 
On the word Marchy the divisions move as directed : 
when the rear divisions have cleared the carriages in 
their front, their officers give the word Front turn, by the 
right; when the centre division arrives opposite the 
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marker, the officer gives the word Dimsion right nheely 
forward hy the right : the rear division moves forward, 
and when opposite the marker of the division, receives the 
same words of command, the officer shifUng as his division 
approaches the line. 

Column Right in Fronts to form Line to the rear on 
the Bear Dimsion. (vide PI — .) 

The commanding officer gives the word Form line to 
the rear on the rear division. The markers and staff 
Serjeants only move at this command : the marker of the 
rear division marks for his pivot subdivision, placing 
himself with his horse's head close to the rear of his 
reverse waggon (No. 5) : the markers of the centre and 
leading divisions for their subdivisions that will be nearest 
the point of formation (Nos. 4 and 2) : the marker of the 
centre division will be 15 yards distant from the waggon 
of No. 6 subdivision ; the marker of the leading division 
30 yards distant from him. Staff seijeant of right half 
battery marking for the right gun of the battery ; the other 
10 yards on the left of the intended line. 

The executive words are as foUow : the officer of the 
rear division the word Subdivisions inwards about wheel; 
the officers of the leading and centre divisions Dimsion 
left wheel. The several carriages move as ordered on the 
word March, When the divisions are square, their 
officers give the word Forward hy the left : on the centre 
division arriving opposite the marker, the officer gives the 
word Division left wheels when square Forward hy the 
left J and Halt^ dress^ shifting to his place in line. When 
the centre division gets the word to wheel the second time, 
the officer of the leading division gives the word Division 
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right shoulders forward^ then Forward hy the left, 
when opposite his marker, Right shoulders forward, 
Forward, and Halt, dress, shifting to his post in line. 

In wheeling hy suhdivisions inwards ahout, the suh- 
divisions pass each other on the bridle hand. 

Column of Dwisions Bight in Fronts to form Line to 
the rear on the Leading Division, (vide PI — ») 

The cottimandiii^ officer gives the word Form line to 
the rear on the leading division. The officer of the 
leading division on the reverse flank of his reverse sub- 
division : the officers of the centre and rear divisions shift 
to the inner flank of their reverse subdivisions : the marker 
of the leading division for his reverse subdivision in rear 
of the waggon of No. 2 subdivision : the other markers 
for their subdivision which will be nearest the point of 
formation, viz. Nos. 3 and 5. One staff Serjeant for the 
left gun of the battery, the other 10 yard^ on the right of 
intended line. The officer of the leading division gives 
the word By subdivisions inwards about wheel.- the 
officers of * the centre and rear divi^ons Bight take 
ground* On the word March, the carriages move as 
directed : when the officer of the centre division arrives 
opposite his marker he halts, allows his division to pass 
him, and when his rear subdivision arrives on his flank, 
gives the word Division left take ground, forward by 
the left; passing his marker 30 3rards, he gives the word 
By subdivisions inwards about wheel, forward, halt, 
dress : ffhsn. the centre division gets the word Left take 
ground, the oflicer of the rear division will give the word 
Ijeft half turn: this will bring his division down to his 
marker, when he gives the word Left half turn, then 
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proceeds as the centre division, giving the same words of 
command. 

Section 44 — 14. 

From Double Column of Route from the centre to 

form Line to the front. 

The commander of the battery gives the word Ri^ht 
and left of the front form line. The officer of the two 
centre subdivisions shifts to the post he occupies in line, on 
the right of No. 3, occupying the post of the staff serjeant):* 
the officers of the flank divisions on the inner flank of the 
subdivisions to which they are attached : the marker of 
the centre division places himself in front of the right 
subdivision of his division: the others mark for their 
respective subdivisions which come first into line, viz. 
2 and 5. Staff Serjeants mark for the right and left guns 
of the battery. 

The officers of the right and leil divisions give the word 
to their respective subdivisions Ri^ht take ground — Left 
take ground: the Nos. 1 of the two flank subdivisions 
the word Left shoulders forward^ waggon rear — Right 
shoulders fomardy roaggon rear respectively. On the 
word Marchy the several carriages move as ordered. 
When 2 and 5 subdivisions arrive opposite their markers, 
they receive the word Left take ground — Right take 
ground^ from their officers ; the flank subdivisions throw 
shoulders forward the second time marching on the staff 
Serjeants : the whole get the word Halt^ dress^ in proper 
time : the flank subdivisions throw shoulders forward the 
second time when 2 and 5 subdivisions take ground to the 
front.

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Section 44 — 15. 
In Doublt Column of Route from the centre^ to form 

Line to a Flank, 
To form line to the right, the commander of the battery 
gives the word Form line to the right on the right half 
battery. The officer of the right division shifts to the 
outward flank of his rear subdivision (No. I) : the officer 
of the centre division to the place he occupies in line 
(right of No. 3) : the officer of the left division to the 
outward flank of his rear subdivision (No. 6). The marker 
of the right division marks for his rear subdivision opposite 
the leaders of No. 2 gun, and at the distance of 17 yards 
(the depth and half, of a carriage and horses) from the 
right of the column : the marker of the centre division 
marks for his right subdivision exactly in line with the 
head of the column : the marker of the left division for the 
subdivision which comes first into line (No. 5). Stafl* 
Serjeant of the left half battery for the left gun ; the other 
10 yards on the right of the intended line. 

As the officers, &c. shift, the executive words of com- 
mand are given : the officer of the right division Waggon9 
left^guns close up : the officer of the centre division to his 
right subdivision Waggon left : the No. I of No. 4 sub- 
division and the officer of the left division the word 
Forward, On the word March from commander of the 
battery, the several carriages move as directed : when the 
guns 1 and 2 have closed up to No. 3, the officer of the 
right division gives the word Bight half battery, right 
take ground, forward by the right and halt, dress. 
The left half battery moves forward : when the leading 
subdivision arrives opposite the place it is to occupy in 
line, No. 1 gives tl^ word Subdivision right wheels

forward^ halt^ dress s the subdivisions in the rear pro- 
ceed exactly as did No. 4 subdivisiony the No. 1 and the 
officer giving the same words of command. 

N. B. — The waggons of the right half battery should 
go as close as possible to the carriages of the left half 
battery to enable then\ to come up square. 

Section 44. — 16. 

A Battery mooing in Column of divisions is required 
to move to aflank^ and to come into action in the 
new direction. 

If to the right flank, the commander of the battery will 
give the word By subdivisions right wTieel, The officers 
and markers shift to the pivot flank of their reverse sub- 
divisions : the officers repeat the word from the front, and 
order their reverse subdivisions to move at an accelerated 
pace : each subdivision of the divisions wheels to its right, 
(the waggons of course following their guns), the divisions 
are then each in column of route right in front. 

When required to come into action, the word from the 
commander of the battery will be Divisions right of the 
front form line for action rear ; the officers of the 
leading subdivisions give the word Halt, action rear .- 
the Nos. 1 of the rear subdivisions, Bight take ground .- 
when in their proper position, (that is, when square, and 
they have advanced a horse's length in that direction,) the 
word Left take ground, halt, action rear. 

The battery may of course come into action to the front, 
but the natural order of the battery will be inverted : but 
officers, markers, and drivers should be able to manoeuvre 
when inverted as well as in the natural order of a battery : 
they sholud also be drilled to wor^ with their waggons 
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leading, so that in whatever way they may be placed, 
they may never be at fault : indeed, there are many move- 
ments quite unnecessary in the field of action, for who 
would ever dream of changing the front of a battery in 
qjrder to bring the guns in their natural order, when coming 
to action to the rear will answer the purpose ? Many others 
might be named equally useless ; but for the purposes of 
drill they are well adapted for instruction in the prin- 
ciples of manoeuvring. 

Section 42 — 1. 

From Line advancing in Column of Subdivisions, 

If from the right, the commander gives the word Ad^ 
vancefrom the right in Columns of subdivisions. The 
officers of divisions, and the marker of the left di- 
vision only, move on the caution. The officers on the 
pivot flank of their respective subdivisions which will lead 
when in column, viz. on the left of Nos. 1 , 3, and 5. 
The marker of the left division to the reverse flank of the 
subdivision of his division which will lead •; on the right 
of No. 5 waggon. The staff Serjeants move to their re- 
respective posts when the battery is in column (Vide 
sec. 21 — 8, F. B. E.) The executive words are given 
when the officers shift: the officer of the right division to 
his right subdivision waggon right : the No. 1 of his left 
subdivision, and the officers of the centre and left divisions, 
the word Right take ground. On the word March 
from the front, the carriages move off. The right sub- 
division of the battery straight forward, its waggon trotting 
up on the right, conducted there by the marker. As the 
several subdivisions arrive on the ground occupied by the 

right subdivision of the battery, they receive the word

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Lrft wheels forward hy the left^ from their officers su»4 
Nos, 1 respectiyelj. If the battery move from the 1^ 
the markers of the right and centre divisions shift to the 
Jeft flank of the waggons of the subdivisions which will 
Jead in column, viz.

From Line advancing in Column of Dinisions* 

Commander of Battery» *ddf>anee from the right in 
column of divisions. The officer of the right iHvinon to 
the pivot flank of his division when in column, the maf ker 
covering him : the officers of the centre and left divistcms, 
to the pivot flanks of their subdivisbns nearest the flank 
of the battery from which the movement is made ; (on the 
left of 3 and 5) the markers should cover them in order 
that when taking ground into column (of divisions) thej^ 
may not have to shift : the staff Serjeants move also to the 
posts they will occupy in column. As these shifUngs 
are made, the executive words are given : the officer of 
the right division Dimsion forward hp the left .• the 
No. I of subdivision 2, Waggon right: the officers of 
the other divisione Bight take ground.' On the 
word March^ the divisions &o. move as c»rdered : when 
there is space sufficient No. 1 of subdivision 2 gives the 
word Waggon rear. When the officer of the centre 
division and his marker arrive in rear of the pivot of the 
leading divisiOD, they halt and allow the division to pasd

The word of command from die front will be Advance 
from ike centre m double column of route. 

The offioera of diviskmSy the markers and the staff 
segeant of the right half battery, move to their respective 
poets : The officer of the right division on the right of 
No. 2 subdivision, of the centre division on the left of 
No. 4 subdivision, and the officer of the left division 
en the left of No« 5^ Markers cover their officers ; the 
91^ Serjeant on the right of No. d subdivision. When 
the double eplumn is formed, the staff serjeant of the left 
half battery will place himself between the rear carriages. 
The executive words are — officer of the right division the 
word Dimsion 1 left iakegroundj officer of the centre 
division Division 2 forward,* and when the pace is 
ordered from the front, he gives the order to his division 
to move at the next increased pace : the officer of the left 
division Division 3 r^ht take ground. On the word 
Miarchf the two centre divisions move at the pace ordered: 
the officers of the right and left divisions, when their 
respective subdivisions arrive at the spot occupied by the

The Nos. 1 of the right subdiviEdon of the right division^

As soon as the two flank subdivisions have taken ground 
into double column, then the leading subdivisions ard 
ordered to break into the pace ordered from the front in 
the first instance. 

Section 43 — I. 

From Line Betiring in Column. 

In line, to retire by subdivisions from the right. The 
word from the front is Retire from the right in column 
of subdivisions. The officers of divisions, and the marker 
of the left subdivision only, move at this caution : the 
officer of the right division goes about on his own ^ound : 
the officers of the centre and left divisions to the pivot 
flank of their subdivisions which lead when in column ; 
viz., 3 and 5 : the marker of the left division on the right 
of waggon No. 5. Staff Serjeants take their places when 
the line breaks into column. The officer of the right 
division gives the word Right subdivision right reverse. 
The No. 1 of No. 2 subdivision Right take ground , 
and the officers of the centre and left divisions Right take 
ground. On the word March, the officer of the right 
right division marches straight to the rear, giving tiie 
word waggon right : the gun after reversing trots up to 
the proper flank of the officer : As soon as No. 2 subdivi- 
sion has taken ground, the No. 1 gives the word Right 
wheel, in fact the waggon of No. 2 subdivision reverses. 
The other subdivisions receive the word Right wheel 
when they arrive on the ground where the others wheeled : 
this word being given by the officers and Nos. I to their 
respective subdivisions : the marker of the right division 
keeps with his waggon conducting it to its proper place* 
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Section 43 — 3. 

From Line retiring from a Hank in Column of 

Divisions. 

The word from the front will be JSetirefrofn the right 
(or left) in column of divisions^ or Right (or left) 
division to the rear remaining divisions right wheel 
(or left wheel). 

The officer of the right division goes about on his own 
ground: his marker shifts to the piTOt flank of the 
waggon, which will become the pivot waggon when in 
column; yiz., to the left of waggon No. 2. The officer 
of the centre division, together with his marker, shift to 
what will become the pivot flank of their division when it 
breaks into column left of No. 4. Should the line retire 
from the left, then the only person that shifts will be 
the marker of the left division, who would shift to the 
right of No. 5 waggon. 

The officer of the right division gives the word to his 
division Subdivisions inwards about wheels and when 
the pace is ordered from the front, the next increased pace. 
The other officers give the word Division right wheel. 

The officer of the right division goes straight to the 
rear, the subdivisions wheeling about inwards at the pace 
ordered by their officer : when the division has retired 
sufficiently, so as not to impede the divisions in their 
rear, the officer gives the word walk or trot — the other 
divisions wheel to their right, and when arrived on the 
ground where the right division went to the rear, they 
get the word right wheel from the irofficers, when square, 
forward by the left. 

If the line is ordered to retire, waggons leading^ then 
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the right division will reverse to the rights the others 
taking ground ; the officers^ in this case, will place them- 
selves as in taking ground, except the officer of the flank 
from which the line is to retire, who will as before go 
about on his own ground. The marker of this flank will 
also go about on his own ground. After reversing the 
gun must be ordered to the flank of the waggon so as 
not to impede the carriages in the rear ; No. 4 gun must 
also do the same. 

It amounts to almost an impossibility to perform this 
movement without impeding the rear carriages, when the 
guns i^re to lead ; since the right division cannot wheel . 
inwards about in time, which invariably causes the two 
rear divisions to halt, before they can wheel the second 
time : it would therefore be much better to advance the 
centre and left divisions the depth of a carriage and horses 
before wheeling the first time, they would in this case be 
clear of the waggons of the right division, and there will 
be no delay occasioned. 

Section 43^—4. 

In Line retiring from a Flank in Column of 

half batteries. 

Hetiring from the right, the word from the front will 
be The battery will retire from the right in column 
of haif batteries. 

The officer of the centre division and his marker move 
to their places % viz., the officer places himself in the line 
of direction in which the column is to move, in rear of the 
officer of the right division : his marker on the pivot of 
the waggon of the right half battery which wUl become 
the pivot of the half battery when in cdumn, that is on 
the left of No. 3 waggon. 
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The officer of the centre division, as he shifts, gives 
the word to the right half battery hy snbdimsions in- 
mards wheels and the officer of the left half battery the 
word left half battery right wheel : the next increased 
pace to that ordered will be given to the right half battery. 
This movement is performed on the same principle as in 
retiring by divisions. In wheeling about by subdivisions 
the two flank subdivisions will change places, the centre 
subdivision wheeling on its own ground to the left, the 
waggon following the gun. 

If the battery retires from the left, the officer of the 
centre battery will place himself in rear of the officer of 
the left division, his marker on the right of No. 4 waggon, 
and in either case, the officer of the centre division will 
command and direct the leading half battery whilst acting 
as a half battery. 

Section 43 — 7. 

To retire from the centre in double column of route. 

The word of command will depend upon whether the 

guns or the waggons are to lead. If the guns have to 

lead, the battery must charge front to the rear on the 

centre, and then it advances from the centre in double 

column of route, the words of command will be as follows : 

Commanding officer. Battery will retire from the centre 

in double column of route., guns front : half hat- 

teries inwards about wheeL The front being changed, 

the officer of the centre division will shift to the left of 

No. 4 subdivision, giving the word to his division Forward 

by the left trot (or canter )y the officers of the two flank 

divisions give the word Division left take ground^ 

Dimsion right take ground respectively ; ihey shift to 

c5 
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their leading subdiyisions, and when arrived on the ground 
where the two centre subdivisions advanced from, they 
give the word to their subdivisions to take ground to the 
front and then the next increased pace : the two flank sub- 
d i visions also take ground when they arrive on the same 
ground, but no increase of pace. 

Should the waggons have to lead, the words of command 
will be; Commanding Officer — Battery will retire 
from the centre in double column of route^ waggons 
front : Battery right (or left) reverse : when they have 
reversed, then two centre subdivisions to the fronts re^ 
maining subdivisions right and left take ground : the 
subdivisions proceed as if advancing from the centre in 
double column. 

When the guns are to lead, the movement may be per- 
formed in the following manner : — As soon as the front is 
changed, the two centre subdivisions will move forward at 
the next increased pace ; the officers of the flank divisions 
as soon as Nos. 2 and 5 subdivisions have passed each 
other (in changing front) will give the words to these sub- 
divisions right wheel and left wheel respectively, following 
the two centre subdivisions to the rear at an increased 
pace ; and the Nos. 1 of the flank subdivisions will give 
the same command to their respective subdivisions, but no 
increased pace : when all are in column, the leading sub- 
divisions take up the pace ordered from the front. This 
requires officers and drivers to have their eyes and ears 

open. 

Section 45. 

A Battery in Hne moves to a flank in the prolongation 
of the alignement on which it stands. 
The commanding officer gives the word Break into 
Column of Divisions to the right (or left).

2 and 4 subdivisions; and the staff Serjeants to their posts 
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in cokuim. The officer of the right dividon gives the 
word division farwardbff the left. On the word March 
the right division moves forward the depth of the carriage

The officer of the left division, the three 
markers and the staff Serjeants, move to their respective 
posts; viz., the officer to the right subdivision of his 
division (right of No. 5) : the markers are in the rear, 
with their horses' heads in line with the rear part of the 
waggons of the subdivisions to which their officers are 
attached, and facing to the rear : staff Serjeants to their 
posts in column.

The 
whole of the divisions wheel inwards about ; the right 
division moves forward the depth of the gun and horses, 
and then Wheels to the right by word of command firom 
the officer, who shifts to the left (on the wheel) which is the 
pivot when in column, then Forward hy the left : the 
officers of the centre and left divisions give the word lialty 
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after moving inwards about. When the leaders of the 
waggons of the right division arrive opposite to the oflScer 
of the centre division he gives the word Division forward^ 
tnarch^ and when on the ground where the right division 
wheeled, the word Riffht wheels when square Forward by 
the left, shifting during the wheel to the pivot flank of 
his division. The officer of the left division proceeds in 
the same manner. After wheeling into column the 
markers cover their officers. If the battery moves from 
the left, then the officers of the right and centre divisions 
shift their flanks on the first caution from the commanding 
officer. 

Section 46 — 3. 

From Line moving from a Flank along the rear hy 

half batteries in Column. 

The word from the front. The battery will move from 
the right (or left) along the rear in column of half 
batteries. 

If from the right, the officer of the centre division shifts 
to the left of his right subdivision (No. 3), if from the left 
he shifts to the right of his left subdivision (No. 4) : the 
marker of the centre division changes with the marker of 
the half battery which is to lead : the three markers place 
themselves with their horses' heads in line with the rear 
of the waggons facing to the rear. The officers on the 
left of both half batteries give the executive words ; viz. 
Half batteries, by subdivisions inwards wheel. On the 
word Marchy the three officers go about on their own 
ground and wait for the guns : when square the officer on 
the right of the right half battery gives the word Half 
battery forward, then advancing the depth of a carnage 
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and horses, he gives the word Half hatter y fight wheels 
then Forward by the left having shifted during the wheel 
to the pivot of the half battery : the officer who was on the 
lefl of the half battery, after the wheeling about inwards, 
lialts on the word right wheel, and shifts by the rear to the 
reverse flank of the half battery : the left half battery 
after wheeling about gets the word halty and then proceeds 
in the same manner as if moving by divisions. 

Section 48—1. 
Wheeling on a fixed pivot from Line into Column. 

From line wheeling forward into column of divisions to 
the right, the word from the front will be By divisions 
right wheels at which caution the markers move to their 
posts, and the staff seijeants ; the former mark for their 
pivot subdivisions of the intended column, viz., 2 4 and 6, 
the latter mark for the subdivisions of the right and lefl 

division, which will be the reverse subdivisions of the 
intended column, placing themselves opposite the axletree 
of the gun and facing towards it (or they may mark as in 
Sec. 32—4, F. B. E.) 

On the word March the officers trot up alongside of 
their respective markers : the subdivisions of the wheeling 
flank (viz. those that become the pivot when in column) 
drive up alongside their markers, and in order that they 
may come up square they must throw the right shoulder 
forward previous to wheeling : the officers give the word 
halt dress .* the Nos. 1 of the reverse subdivisions give 
the word subdivision left wheels and when sufficiently to 
the rear Left about wheels and Halty dresSy in proper 
time : the waggons of these subdivisions will of course 
go still further to the rear in order that they may come up 
square* 
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Section 48 — 4. 

From Column of DivisioTts or half batteries to wheel 

into Line. 

The word of command from the front will be in either 
case Left wheel into line. 

In column of divisions, the officers, markers and staff 
Serjeants, move to their respective posts : the markers 
mark for their pivot subdivisions, placing themselves 
opposite to, and facing the axletree of the gun, their 
horses' heads close to the wheel : the officers of the right 
and centre divisions on the reverse flank of their reverse 
subdivisions ; the officer of the left division on the outward 
flank of, and facing towards, his marker. Staff Serjeants 
on the flanks of the intended line as usual. The officers 
of divisions repeat the word from the front : the Nos. I of 
the pivot subdivisions the word Subdivision right wheely 
and Bight about wheel when they have passed suffi- 
ciently to the rear. The movement is performed exactly 
as the last, the officers going round with their reverse 
subdivisions (except the officer of the left division who 
remains steady), giving the word Halty dress, to their 
respective subdivisions. 

When a column of half batteries wheels into line, the 
officer of the centre division is with the pivot subdivision 
of the leading half battery whether right or left in front, 
his marker marks for the subdivision, the other marker 
marking for the reverse subdivision ; marker of rear half 
battery for the pivot subdivision. 

If a battery in line wheels into columns of half batteries, 
the officer of the centre division is with the subdivision 
which will become the pivot of the leading half battery, 
whether right or left in front : his marker marks for the 
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leading half battery : the marker of the left division^ for 
the rear half battery, if right be in front : the marker of 
the right division marks for the rear half battery, should 
the left be in front. 

When the whole battery wheels on a fixed pivot to a 
flank, the officers do not shift their position : the markers 
will mark for the subdivisions they are with in line : the 
subdivision wheeled on, moves as a pivot subdivision of 
a division when wheeling into line, that is wheels inwards, 
and inwards about. 

Section 49 — 1. 

A Battery in Column qf Divisions is required to 

counter -march at a halt. 

Commanding officer's word The battery will counter- 
march by subdivisions wheeling inwards about. At 
this word the officers shift to the reverse flank of their 
reverse subdivisions : the markers place themselves with 
their horses' heads in line with the rear of their pivot 
waggons facing to the rear : the staff Serjeants, one in 
front, the other in rear of tlie markers. The officers give 
the executive word Subdivisions inwards about wheel. 

On the word March, the officers repeat the word, and 
the subdivisions wheel inwards about, passing each other 
on the bridle hand : the officers go about with their sub- 
divisions and give the word Halt, dress: the drivers 
drive up alongside their markers, and the officers on their 
outward flank. On the word Eyes front, every one to 
their proper posts. 

If the battery be in motion, the commanding officer 
gives as a caution The column will countermarch, then 
Subdivisions inwards about wheel : the officers of di-

own ground, markers falling to the rear of their officers. 

Section 49. — 3 and 4. 

Countermarching a Column of half Batteries, 

Commanding officer's word, The Column will counter- 
march hy suhdimsiona wheeling inwards about. 

On this caution the pivot officer of the leading half 
battery shifts his post to the reverse flank of the reverse 
subdivision of the rear half battery : his marker falls back 
to the pivot flank of the rear half battery, placing himself 
with his horse's head in line with the rear of the waggon 
and facing to the rear : the marker of the rear half battery 
shifts to the reverse subdivision of the rear half battery, 
placing himself as the other marker, in line with the rear 
of the waggon : the other marker of the leading half bat- 
tery marks (as the others) for the flank which will become 
the pivot after counter marching, that is in line with the 
rear of No. 3 waggon (if right be in front, No. 4 waggon 
if left in front). The executive words of command are 
giveti by the officers on the pivot flank of the half batteries ; 
viz., Subdivisions inwards about wheel. 

On the word March the Subdivisions wheel inwards 
about : the flank subdivisions passing each other on the 
bridle hand : the centre subdivision wheeling to the left 
about, the waggon of course following the gun. 

Should the battery be in motion, the officers and 
markers on the pivot flank of the leading half battery go 
about on their own ground moving up to what becomes 
the pivot flank of the leading half battery after the 
counter-march ; the other officers and markers go about 
with their respective subdivisions. 
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Section 50—1. 

Changing front and wings hy the wheel and counter- 
march 0/ subdivisions round the centre (Battery in 
Column 0/ Divisions J, 

The word from the front will be The battery mill 
change front and wings by the wheel and counter" 
march of subdivisions round the centre. 

The markers and staff Serjeants only, move at this 
caution : the marker of the leading division falls to the 
rear of the Column and marks for his pivot subdivision, 
placing himself in line with the rear of the waggon of the 
reverse subdivision (No. 5) of the rear division, and on the 
reverse flank, facing to the reair : the marker of the centre 
division with his horse's head in line with the rear of the 
reverse waggon (No. 3) of his own division, on the reverse 
flank ; and the marker of the rear division moves to the 
front and places himself on the reverse flank of the 
waggon of the reverse subdivision of the leading division 
(No. 1). The staff Serjeants, as in other formations, one 
in front the other in rear of the line of pivots ; the one 
who is in the front of the column before the move, falling 
to the rear, and the one in the rear moving to the front. 

The executive words are, the commander of the leading 
division. By subdivision inwards wheel: the com- 
manders of the centre and rear divisions, Division, right 
half turn (whether right or left be in front). On the 
word Marchy the several divisions move as ordered: 
when the rear divisions have cleared the leading division 
their oflBcers give the word Front tum^ and when they 
arrive at the place where the leading division stood, the 
word By subdivisions inwards wheely then Forward 
by the left^ marching on their respective markers. The 
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word Haltj dresSf is given by all the commanders of 
of divisions. The waggons of the rear division must be 
careful in wheeling inwards about to circle round suffici- 
ently to come up square. 

Should it be required to retain the original alignement, 
the battery must move forward its own depth, then proceed 
as before. The marker of the leading division places him- 
self in line with the horse's head of the reverse subdivision 
of his own division, facing to the rear : the other markers 
will be in his rear at their proper distances ; that is, each 
marker 30 yards from the marker in his front, staff Ser- 
jeants as usual. 

In column of half batteries. The marker of the pivot of 

the leading half battery shifts to the rear marking on the 

reverse flank of the waggon of the reverse subdivision of 

the rear half battery : the marker of the reverse flank of the 

leading half battery, on the pivot flank of the waggon of the 

pivot subdivision of the rear half battery ; and the marker 

of the rear half battery on the reverse flank of the waggon 

of the reverse subdivision of the leading half battery, all 

three facing to the rear. — Staff Serjeants as usual. If the 

original alignement be required, the markers will be in 

front of the column, the marker of the rear half battery 

being 45 yards from the marker in his front : the markers 

of the leading half battery changing and placing themselves 

in line with the horses* heads of the half battery they are 

attached to. 

Section 51 — I. 

Ijicreasing and diminishing tlie front of a Column 

at a halt. 
The battery being in column of subdivision is to form 
divisions : the word from the front will be Form Column 
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of divisions. On this caution the officers fall back to 
their rear subdivisions : tlie markers mark for their re- 
Terse subdivisions, placing themselves in front of the 
riding horse of the waggon of their rear subdivisions, 
facing towards them : if they were on the flank of their 
waggons, those waggons could not reverse inwards as they 
do in this movement. 

The executive words by the officers are, to their reverse 
subdivisions Right take ground^ to their pivot subdi- 
visions waggon rear. 

On the word March^ the carriages move as directed : 
as soon as the reverse subdivisions are square the Nos. 1 
give the word Subdivision right wheel (the gun of course 
following the waggon) : when sufficiently to the rear the 
word Rigid reverse, moving up to the marker, then Halt^ 
dress. The waggons of the pivot subdivisions reverse 
inwards and circle round in rear of their guns. 

Section 51—2. 

From Column of Divisions to form Column of 

Subdivisions, 

The word from the front will be Form subdivision s, 
waggons right. 

The markers mark from their reverse subdivisions in 
front of their pivot subdivisions : the officers move up 
alongside of them, and the staff Serjeants as in all other 
formations of columns. 

The officers of divisions give to their reverse subdivisions 
Right shoulders forward, and the Nos. 1 of the pivot 
subdivisions, JFaggon rear. 

On the word March, the reverse subdivisions throw 
shoulders forward and enter the column as near as possible 
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to the leaders of the pivot subdivisions, when the officers 
give the word Left shoulders forward^ waggon rights 
then halt^ dress : the waggons of the reverse subdivisions 
move straight forward to their proper places — the pivot 
waggons take ground to the right and come up square on 
the right of their guns. 

Section 51—5. 

From Column of Divisions to form Column of 

Half Batteries. 

The commanding officer's word will be Form column 
of half batteries, when the officers of the leading and 
centre divisions, the three markers and staff Serjeants, 
move to their respective posts, viz. the marker of the 
centre division marks for the subdivision that becomes the 
pivot of the leading half battery (No. 3,) placing himself 
on the pivot flank of the waggon of the pivot subdivision 
(No. 2) of the leading division, dressing by the leading 
driver : the marker of the leading division will mark for 
the reverse subdivision of the leading half battery (No. 1 ) : 
(he will be 15 yards from the waggon of his right sub- 
division :) the marker of the rear division will mark for 
the reverse subdivision of the rear half battery, 15 yards 
from the leaders of No. 5 subdivision. Staff Serjeants ill 
front and rear of the markers for the reverse flanks of the 
half batteries. The officer of the leading division on the 
pivot flank of his reverse subdivision, as in taking ground, 
and the officer of the centre division will move up to the 
flank of his marker. 

The two officers give the executive words : the officer 
of the leading division Right take ground : the officer of 
the centre division to his right subdivision Left take 
groundy to his left subdivision Right takegronnd. 
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On the word March the carriages move as ordered : 
when the right suhdivision of the leading division has 
passed his marker sufficiently to enable the subdivisions to 
revepse and come up square, the officer gives the word 
Division right take ground^ and when sufficiently to the 
rear, Right reverse, then Halt, dress, — ^the two centre 
subdivisions pass each other on the bridle hand ; when the 
right subdivision of the division arrives in rear of the 
marker, the No. I gives the word Sight take ground, 
then Halt, dress. When the left subdivision of the 
centre division has passed the marker of the rear half 
battery sufficiently, the No. I gives the word Sight take 
ground, going to the rear so as to be able to come tip 
square, then the word Sight reverse, and Halt, dress, 
when arrived on the marker. 

Section 51, — 6. 

From Column of Half Batteries to form Column of 

Divisions, 

The word from the front will be Column of half 
batteries, form divisions. At this caution the officers and 
the marker of the reverse flank of the leading half battery, 
and the staff Serjeants, move to their respective posts : the 
officer on the reverse flank shifts to what will become the 
pivot of his division, the left of No. 2. The officer of the 
pivot flank falls back to his marker, who is already in his 
proper place marking for his division : the marker on the 
the reverse flank marks for the pivot flank of his division 
15 yards in front of the pivot of the half battery: staff 
Serjeants as usual. The rear division does not move. 

Executive words of command. — The officer of the right 
division, as he shifts his flank, gives the word Division 
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left take ground: the officer of the centre division to his 
right suhdivision (this is the pivot of the half hattery) 
Right take ground: No. 1 of the left subdivision (the sub- 
division on the reverse flank of the rear half battery) gives 
the word Subdivision Uft take ground, waggon close 
interval. 

On the word March, the carriages move as ordered : 
the right division carriages and the right subdivision of the 
centre division pass on the bridle hand ; when the leading 
division arrives in rear of where it is to stand, the officer 
gives the word Division right take ground, and Halt, 
dress, when arrived alongside the marker : the right sub- 
division of the centre division when it has passed the place 
it has to occupy in column, (that is after taking ground 
and is square, it moves forward about 9 yards,) the No. 1 
gives the word Right take ground^ and when sufficiently 
to the rear Right reverse, and Halt, dress when in line with 
the left subdivision of the division : the reverse subdi- 
vision of the rear half battery takes ground to the left and 
the waggon closes on the gun : when in rear of the 
marker, the No. I gives the word Right take ground; and 
Halt, dress by the officer of the division, who is on the 
flank of the marker. 

Section 51 — 3. 

From Column of Subdivisions to form Column of 

Salf Batteries, 
The coDMnanding officer's word is Form column of half 
batteries. The marker of the right division marks for the 
reverse flank of the leading half battery, and the marker of 
the rear division for the reverse flank of the rear half 
battery. This movement is performed exactly as in 
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Sec. 44«— 2. Each half battery forming line on the rear 
Bubdi vision of the half battery : the executive words are 
also the san^e. 

In forming column of subdivisions from column of half 
batteries the movement is performed as in Sec. 41 — 3. 
Each half battery forms column of subdivisions in front of 
the flank. 

Section 53 — 1. 

Battery in Line is to change Front to the Rear on the 
Centre by the inward Wheel of Half Batteries. 

Commanding officer's word The battery {or lifie) will 
change front to the rear on the -centre by the inward wheel 
of half batteries. Markers and staff Serjeants to their 
posts, viz., the marker of the centre division marks for his 
right subdivision by placing himself with his horse's head 
close to the rear of the waggon of his left subdivision : the 
marker of the right and left divisions change places, 
marking for the subdivision of their respective divisions 
which is nearest the centre, in rear of the waggons of 
Nos. 2 and 5 : the staff Serjeants change flanks and mark 
for the flank guns, in rear of the waggons of the flank sub- 
divisions : by this marking the whole of the subdivisions, 
with the exception of one, have a point to drive upon. 

The commanding officer then gives the word ITalf 
batteries inwards about wheel, march, when the carriages 
move as ordered, passing bridle hand to bridle hand ; 
No. 4 subdivision taking care to come into line at proper 
interval. 

Should the original alignement be required, the com- 
manding officer will state it in the cautionary word : the 
word March must precede the word to wheel inwards 
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about ; the battery moving its own depth to the front and 
wheeling about. The markers, &c., mark for the same 
subdivisions but in line with the leading horses' heads 
of the gims, and on their right flank. 

With a 4-gun battery the markers mark for the two 
centre subdivisions, and the staff Serjeant might mark 
for the flank gun (No. I) or may be 10 yards on the 
right of the intended line : the markers will thus mark 
for the subdivisions which come first into line ; this being 
the principle on which they mark in forming line. 

If it be required to change the front by the guns and 
waggons taking ground, the commanding oflficer's word 
will be The battery will change front to the rear on 
the centre by the guns and waggons taking ground — 
markers, &c., as before : when properly posted and 
dressed the commanding officer will give the word Guns 
and waggons right and left take ground. The guns 
take ground to the right, the waggons to the left, unless 
ordered to the contrary. The guns after taking ground 
must keep well to their right, in fact the right gun should 
make a wheel to the right after taking ground. The 
waggons must keep well to the left, so that they may be 
enabled to come up square. When the guns arrive 
opposite the markers the commanding officer will give 
the word Gun^ and waggons right and left take 
ground: the guns take ground to the left, the waggons 
to the right ; then follows the word SaU^ dress. 

Section 54. 

Battery in Line is required to change Position, 

A battery in line may change its front, either limbered 

up or unlimbered, on a flank or on a central subdivision, by 

throwing backwards or forwards the opposite flank, or 
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throwing forward the one flank and the other backwards, 
when changing on a central subdivision. 

1st. On the left subdivision throwing back the right. 
The commanding officer's word is The battery mil 
change front to the right on the left suhdivieiony 
throwing hack the right (\of a circle.) Marker of 
the left division marks for No. 6, placing himself opposite 
the axletree of the gun : the other markers for their sub- 
divisions nearest the point of formation (4 & 2.) Staff 
Serjeant of left half battery 10 yards in front of the 
officer of the left division and facing him : staff serjeant 
of right half battery marks for the flank gun (No. 1.) 

The officer of the left division wheels the left subdi- 
vision into the new direction by the words Left wheel 
and left about wheel: the No. 1 of No. 5 subdivision, 
and the officers of the right and centre divisions, give 
the word Bight reverse. On the word March the se- 
veral carriages move as ordered : as soon as they have- 
reversed. No. 1 of No. 5 subdivision, gives the word 
Might wheel i going sufficiently to the rear, the word 
Right reverse^ coming up at his proper interval from 
No. 6. When No. 5 subdivision wheels to the right 
the other subdivisions receive the word Lqft shoulders 
forward from the officers : after passing to the rear, so as 
to be able to come up square, they give the word R^ht 
reverse, and Salt^^dress. 

2. On the left subdivision to the left throwing forward 
the right. The subdivision wheels into the new di- 
rection—- the others throw right shoulders ^forward except 
No. 5, which wheels. This movement is the same as 
wheeling a battery forward on a filled pivot. Markers, 
&c., as in No. 1. 
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3. The battery being in action. The named gun is 
thrown into the new direction by hand, its limber falling 
in its rear : the gun next the one formed on is also run 
backwards or forwards as required by hand, the rest 
limber up to the front or rear. 

4. When the prolonge is used in throwing forward a 
flank, the limber moves to the front of the gun; and 
the prolonge being shortened is hooked to the breast 
chains, and then the advance is made. When a flank is 
thrown back the limber is reversed and the prolonge 
fixed to the trail ; then the shoulders are thrown forward. 

2 . If the front is to be changed on a central subdivi- 
sion throwing forward one flank the other flank back, it 
is performed by a combination of the former. 

Section 55. 

Echellon Movements. 
In all echellon movements the officers always retain 
their situations as in line. Suppose the batteiy be or- 
dered to advance from the left in echellon of subdivisions. 
The officer on the left would order his left subdivision to 
advance : when the waggon of this subdivision arrives in 
line with No. 5, the No. 1 will order his subdivision to 
advance by the words Forward^ march : as No. 5 waggon 
arrives in line the No. 1 of No. 4 subdivision will order 
the subdivision to advance by the same words of com- 
mand, and so the remaining subdivisions. 

Section 56 — I. 

Clianging the leading Flank of a Column by the 

successive march of Divisions from the rear to the 

front. 

There are two ways of doing this, viz. ; when the space 

» 2 
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admits of a flank movement, and when the space does not 
admit of it, by passing through the intervals. 

When space will admit of the flank movement, the 
commanding officer's word will be By saccessif^e 
divisions rear imng to the front. The officers and 
markers shift to the reverse flank of their reverse subdi- 
visions : the officer of the rear division gives the word 
Divisiony right half turn. On the word March from 
the front, the division moves ofl*: as soon as the subdivi- 
sions are clear of those in their front, the officer gives the 
word Division front turn, passing as close as they can 
to the standing subdivisions: when the rear division 
arrives at the head of the column (that is when the 
waggon leaders are just in advance of the leaders of 
the division at the head of the colunm) the officer gives 
the word Division left half turn, when in front of the 
standing carriages the word Front turn, hy the right. 
The officer of the centre division, as soon as the waggons 
of the rear division are clearing his front, gives the word 
Division right halfturn, marchy then Front turn, pro- 
ceeding exactly as the division in his front by the same 
words of command : the officer of the remaining division, 
when the waggons of the centre division are clearing his 
front, gives the word Division forward hy the rights 
march. The whole will march on a staff serjeant, who 
may be thrown out to the front until the whole are in the 
new column. 

Section 5Q — 2. 

When the space does not admit of a flank movement 
the commanding officer's word is. Rear division to the 
front through the intervals. Officers and markers as 
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in Sec. 56—1 . The officer of the rear division gives the 
T^ord Subdivisions inwards close. On the word March 
hy commanding officer the rear division moves as ordered, 
Mrhen clear of the subdivisions in front, the officer gives 
the word Front turn ; when clear of the leading divi- 
sion, he gives the word Subdivisions full intervals, and 
when in front of the subdivisions in his rear, the word B^f 
the riffht. The officer of the centre division proceeds 
in the same manner by the same words of command: and 
the officer of the remaining division the words Forward 
hy the riffht, march. 

If in column of half batteries the officer and marker 
on the pivot flank of the leading half battery only, shift 
their posts; they fall back to the reverse flank of the 
rear half battery. The pivot subdivision, and the subdi- 
Tision next to it, will pass through one interval and the 
reverse subdivision through the other: the required 
words of command will be given by the officers and Nos. 1 
respectively ; viz.. Right half turn and Left half turn, 
and the officer of the standing half battery Forward by 
the right (or left) march. 

Section bl. 

Battery in Column of Divisions changing front to a 

Flank. 

If right in front, and to change front to the left, the 
commanding officer's word will be The battery will 
change front to the left. 

The officers, markers and staff Serjeants, shift as fol- 
lows: The markers mark for their pivot subdivisions, 
the marker of the leading division facing the axletree of 
his pivot gun : marker of the centre division 30 yards 
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from the leading marker facing in the new direction, but 
covering a little to the left, so that the subdivisions in 
coming into the new direction may, when driving up 
alongside, cover the gun in their front : marker of rear 
division 30 yards in rear of the marker in his front : 
staff Serjeants as in all column formations. The officer 
of the leading division on the right flank of his marker 
and facing towards him : officers of the centre and rear 
divisions on the inner flank of their reverse subdivisions. 

The officer of the leading division gives the word 
Division left voheel: the commanders of the centre 
and rear divisions, the word Z)2mio9» right take ground. 

On the word March^ the leading division wheels into 
the new direction as if wheeling into line on a flxed 
pivot. When the two rear divisions are square, the 
officer on the left (that is the officer of the centre division) 
gives the word Forward hy the left : when the leading 
subdivisions have passed the marker its own depth, and 
a horse*s length besides, (15 yards), the same officer gives 
the word Divisions 2 and 3 left wheel, then Forward 
hy the left (care is required to wheel properly.) When 
the officers arrive on the line of pivots they halt them- 
selves, allowing their divisions to pass them, and when 
the leaders of the rear subdivisions arrive on their flank, 
they give the word Division left take ground. 

It would be much better if the marker of the leading 
division marked as in Sec. 44 — 10, at least one length 
and a half of the carriage and horses on the'left of the 
leaders of his division, this would obviate the intricate 
wheeling of the leading division, and the rear divisions 
could wheel to the left as soon as square without any 
advance except after having performed the wheel.

HOTEMENTS OF BA.TTEBIES IN BRIGADE. 

Brigade of three batieries of four guns in Uniforms 

Column, 

1 . Close column m rear of the right. The commanding 
officer's word is Form close column of batteries in 
rear of the rights or close column of batteries on 
No. 1 right in front. 

POSTS OF STAFF OFFICERS, &c.— The staff 
officer of the battery to be formed on, places himself on 
the pivot flank of the column, occupying; the place of the 
officer of the division : the staff officer of ths centre 
battery onfe horse's length from the rear of the pivot wag- 
gon of the right battery : staff officer of the left battery 
30 yards from the staff officer of the centre battery : all 
cover from the front. Serjeant Major 10 yards in front of 
the staff officer of the leading battery, facing towards the 
battery: the adjutant a sufficient distance in rear of the 
Serjeant major to correct the covering. 

EXECUTIVE WORDS.— The commanders of the 
centre and left batteries Battery No. — right reverse* 
The commanding officer having given the word Marchy 
the commanders of batteries repeat the word, when the 
batteries reverse, going straight to the rear, the whole 
dressing by the left. When the centre battery has 
passed the staff ojfficer sufficiently, that is, the rear of the 
battery as it is then moving must have passed him one 
horse's length, the commander gives the word ^a^^^ry 
No. 2 left take ground^ and when the left subdivision 
of his battery arrives opposite the staff officer the word 
Left take ground^ by the left and Halt dresSy the 
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driver driving up alongside the staff officer, the suhaltem 
halting on the left of the staff officer until the word Eyes 
front from the commanding officer. When the centre 
hattery takes ground towards the intended column, the 
commander of the left battery gives the word Battery 3 
left half turn, and when sufficiently in rear of his staff 
officer left half tum^ and when his left subdivision 
arrives on the line of pivots the word Left take groundy 
by the left and Halt dress ^ driver and officer halting as 
those of the centre battery. 

It is to be recollected that the officer on the left of the 
battery halts himself when he arrives on the line of 
pivots, the subdivisions passing him, and he takes ground 
with the battery towards the head of the colunm. 

2. Open or half distance column is performed exactly 
in the same manner, and by the same words of command. 
In open column the staff officers are 67 yards distant from 
each other : half distance 34 yards. 

3. Open column in front of a flank. Staff officers in 
front of the pivot flank of the named batterj' ; they face 
towards the rear of the intended column (vide F. B. E. 
Sec. 32 — 2) : serjeant major and adjutant in rear of the 
battery formed upon. In forming an open column the 
centre battery may move forward its own depth, but it is 
better only to advance so that the leaders of the waggons 
are clear of the battery formed on when they take 
ground towards the column and then towards the front, 
the flank battery making two half turns towards the 
column and taking ground towards the head of the 
columB. The executive words of the commanders of 
batteries will be — Centre battery — Battery 2 forward — 
left take ground'^-Tight take ground — Right hat- 
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tery — Porrvard^ left half turn — left lialf turn — right 
take ground, 

4. Close column in front of a flank, staff officers on the 
same flank as in No. 3. Executive words the same as if 
forming a column of divisions in front of a flank of a 
single battery of six guns. 

Brigade in Column forming Line. 

1 . Close column forming line on leading battery. 

Commanding officer's word Left of the front form 
line, 

POSTS OF STAFF OFFICERS.— Of leading bat- 
tery in front of No. 1 subdivision. Of centre battery, 
22 yards from the left subdivision of the leading battery ; 
of rear battery, 67 yards from the staff officer of the 
centre battery ; the whole facing towards the rear. Ser- 
jeant major 10 yards distant from the right of the leading 
battery : adjutant dresses the staff officers* 

EXECUTIVE WORDS.— Cew^r^ battery, left take 
ground, and right take ground, halt, dress. Rear 
hdXiQXY Left take ground, right half turn, right half 
turn, halt dress. 

The rear battery must not make the first half turn when 
the centre battery takes ground to the right, but must 
advance some yards, otherwise the right of the battery 
would march direct on the staff officer. It should ad- 
vance nearly 30 yards before making the half turn, the 
carriages will then come up square after the second 
half turn : a glance at the plate will show that it must be 
done in this way. 

2. In open column forming line on leading battery. The 
words of command are the same as in the last, but in

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this case the rear hattery will make the first half turn, 
when the centre battery takes ground towards the in- 
tended line. Staff officers, &c.y as in the last. 

3. In open column forming line on the centre battery. 
Commanding officer's word. Form line on hattery 

No. 2. 

POSTS OF STAFF OFFICERS.— Of centre bat- 
tery in front of the right subdivision of his own battery ; 
of leading battery 22 yards on the left of the staff officer of 
the centre battery (as he then stands) marking for the left 
subdivision of his battery ; of rear battery 22 yards from the 
left subdivision of the cratre battery, marking for his right 
subdivision. Serjeant major 10 yards from the point where 
the right of the leading battery will stand — ^they all face 
to the rear, their horses' heads in line with the leaders 
of the standing battery. 

EXECUTIVE WORDS.— The commander of the 
leading battery, Battery No, 1 right take ground : com- 
mander of the rear battery Left take ground. On the 
word Marchy these batteries move as ordered : when the 
rear subdivision of the rear battery (when in column of 
subdivisions) arrives opposite the staff officer, the com- 
mander gives the word Battery , right take ground — 
halty dress.

Staff officer of the centre 
battery 22 yards on the left (as he then stands) of the 
staff officer of the rear battery, marking for his lefl subdi- 
vision. Staff officer of the leading battery 67 yards on 
the left of staff officer of the centre battery, also marking 
for his left subdivison ; Serjeant major 10 yards from the 
left of the leading batter}'. 

EXECUTIVE WORDS. — Commander of the rear 
battery repeats the word from the front. Commanders 
of leading and centre batteries, Battery No. — ri^ht 
take ground. On the word March^ the leading and centre 
batteries move as directed : as soon as the front is clear, 
the rear battery receives the viox^ forward by the right 
(from its commander) Marchy moving direct on the staff 
officer at an increased pace. As soon as the word March 
is given by the commander of the rear battery, the centre 
battery moves forward 1 1 yards (by so doing the leaders of

POSTS OF STAFF OFFICERS, &c.— Of the cen- 
tre battery in rear of the waggon of No.^ 4 subdivision 
(his horse*s head close to the rear of the waggon) mark- 
ing for the right subdivision of his battery. Of the right 
battery in rear of the waggon of No. 1 subdivision of the 
left battery ; of the left battery in rear of the waggon of 
No. 4 subdivision of the right battery. The staff officer 
of the right battery marks for the left subdivision of his 
battery, and the staff officer of the left battery marks for 
the right subdivision of his battery. Serjeant major 1 
yards from the waggon of the left subdivision of. No. 3 
battery ; they all face the intended line. 

EXECUTIVE WORDS.— The commander of the 

centre battery, the word Battery 2 change front to the 

rear on the centre^ half batteries inwards about 

wheel. Commanders of the flank batteries the word 

Forward, The right battery dressing by the lefl, the 

left battery by the right. The centre battery changes 

front as if acting as a single battery. The two flank 

batteries move forward the distance of 15 yards, when 

the word is given (by the commanders of these batteries) 

to the half battery of their respective batteries that is 

nearest the centre battery, to wheel inwards ; viz., left 

half battery of the right battery Left wheel: right 

half battery of the left battery Bight wheel ; when they 
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have wheeled the ^ circle the word forward is given : 
these half batteries dress by the flank nearest the centre 
battery. The right half battery of the right battery, 
and the left half battery of the left battery move forward 
15 yards, when these half batteries wheel inwards as the 
other half batteries did, ihen/orward.

Staff officers as before. The centre battery moves as if 
acting singly. The two flank batteries are ordered by the 
respective commanders To move from the right along 
thefronty and from the left along the front in column 
of subdivisions .• the right battery moving from the right, 
the left battery from the left ; the subdivbions pass each 
other on the bridle hand : the two flank batteries when 
their rear subdivisions arrive opposite their staff officers 
receive the word to take ground towards the intended 
line, and then the word halt^ dress. 
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Brigade in open Column of Batteries at quarter interval^ 

forming Line, 

I . Right in front to form line at full intervals on the 
leading battery facing to the rear. 

Commanding officer's word, Form line to the rear on 
the leading hattery^ full intervale, 

POSTS OF STAFF OFFICERS.— Staff officer of 
the leading battery in rear of the waggon of No. 3 subdi- 
vision. Staff officer of centre battery 67 3'ards on right 
of the last named officer; and the staff officer of the 
rear battery 61 yards on the right of the staff officer of the 
centre battery ; these officers ail mark for No. 2 subdivi- 
sion of their battery after changing front ; seijeant major 
10 yards from where the right of the leading battery 
will rest. 

EXECUTIVE WORDS. The commander of the 
leading battery gives the ^or^ forward^ naming his bat- 
teiy. Commander of centre battery, Battery 2 right 
wheel* Commander of rear battery. Battery 3 left 
shoulders forward. On the word March {which is to 
be repeated by the commanders of batteries only) the 
several batteries move as ordered ; when the leading bat- 
tery has moved forward its own depth the commander 
gives the word Battery change front to the rear on the 
centre y left division ^ halt : the right division moves for- 
ward its own depth, and a horse's length besides, the com- 
mander of the battery then gives the word inwards about 
wheel J full intervals ; when they have wheeled about, 
the word Forward : the carriages dress by No. 2 subdivi- 
sion, which drives on the staff officer, when the commander 
gives the word Halt^ dresSy or halt action front accord- 
ing as the commanding officer has ordered. The commander 
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of the centre battery, when the battery is square after 
wheeling, gives the word Forward hy the left. When op- 
posite his staff officer he gives the word Battery 2 left wheel, 
forwardy hy the left, passes the staff officer the depth 
of the battery, and then proceeds as the leading battery 
had done before, changing front to the rear to full intervals 
by the same words of command. The commander of the 
rear battery gives the word Forward hy the left when the 
battery has wheeled § of a circle; and the officer on the left 
of the battery marches on the staff officer : when the 
battery arrives there, the commander gives the word 
Right shoulders forward, forward, he passes to tne 
rear the depth of his battery and proceeds as the other 
batteries did, changing front to the rear on the centre to 
full intervals. 

It is hardly necessary to explain that interval is the 
space between the subdivisions of a battery when in line, 
and distance the space between the front of a battery in 
column and the front of one in its rear — for instance, a 
battery may be drawn up at full, half, or quarter interval, 
and a brigade of batteries at full or half distance. 

Should the brigade be left in front, and line is to be 
formed to the rear on the leading battery ; the centre bat- 
tery will wheel to the left ^ of a circle, and the rear bat- 
tery throws right shoulders forward ; but when the centre 
battery wheels the second time (to the right) it must be 
wheeled short of the staff officer, passing him on his right 
hand, otherwise after changing front to the rear. No. 2 
subdivision would not be able to drive dovm upon him ; 
whereas by wheeling short, the left of the battery will pass 
close to him, and will then be in the same position as 
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regards the staff officer, as if the brigade were right in front. 

The rear battery must also throw shoulders forward so as 

to bring the left of the battery close to the staff officer. 

2. Right in front, open column at ^ interval forming 

line on the centre battery at full intervals facing to the 

rear. 

Commanding officer's word. Form line to the rear 

on the centre hattery^ full intervals. 

POSTS OF STAFF OFFICERS.— Staff officer of 
the centre battery in rear of No. 3 waggon marking for 
No. 2 subdivision when the front is changed. Staff officer 
of the leading battery 37 yards on the left of No. 2 staff 
officer marking for the left subdivision of his battery: 
staff officer of the rear battery 67 yards on the right of No. 
2 staff officer, marking for No. 2 subdivision, when the 
front is changed. Serjeant major 10 yards from the point 
the right subdivision of the leading battery will occupy : 
the whole face towards the head of the column. 

EXECUTIVE WORDS.—Commander of leading 
battery, the word Battery 1 left wheel. Commander of 
centre battery, Battery 2 forward. Commander of rear 
battery, Battery 3 right wheel. On the word March^ 
the several batteries move as directed : the centre battery 
moves forward its own depth, then changes front to the 
rear on the centre to full intervals moving up to the staff 
officer. The leading battery, after wheeling to the left, 
moves forward until opposite the staff officer, when the 
commander gives the word Battery 1 left wheel full 
intervals, forward hy the left — halt, dress : the rear 
battery after wheeling moves forward until a little in 
advance of the staff officer, so as to be able to pass him, 
when the Commander gives the word left wheel, the battery 
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passes the staff officer its own depth then changes front to 
the rear on the centre to full intervals moving up to the 
staff officer, then the word halty dress. If left he in 
front, the rear hattery will wheel to the left, and at the 
second wheel, must wheel short of the staff officer as in 
the case ahove — the leading battery will of course wheel to 
the right and then to the right to full intervals.

— Staff officer of the centre 
battery 37 yards on the left of No. 3 staff officer, that is 
allowing 15 yards for the interval of No. 1 subdivision of 
No. 3 battery and 22 yards the interval from the right of 
battery 3 and the left of battery 2. — Staff officer of lead- 
ing battery Q7 yards on the left of No. 2 staff officer. Ser- 
geant major 10 yards from where the left subdivision of 
the rear battery will rest after changing front to the rear. 
The staff officers of the leading and centre batteries mark 
for their left subdivisions. — 

EXECUTIVE WORDS.— The commander of the 
rear battery, the word forward — Commanders of centre 
and leading batteries, left wheel. On the word marchy 
the rear battery moves forward its own depth then 
changes front to the rear on the centre to full inter- 
vals. No. 2 subdivision marching on the staff officer the 
battery dressing by that subdivision : the centre and lead- 
ing batteries after wheeling the ^ circle move forward until 
opposite the staff officer of the centre battery, when the 
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centre battery wheels to the left to full intervah-^for* 
ward by the lefty marching on the staff officer. When 
the centre battery wheels towards the intended line, the 
leading battery will throw ri^ht shoulders forward^ 
keeping the \ interval until opposite the staff officer, when 
the word right shoulders forward full internal will be 
given, ybrwarrf hy tlie left — halty dress. 

Brigade in close column of batteries at \ interval 
wheels up into line and then forms line to the right 

for action. 

After wheeling up to the left into line the commanding 
officer gives the word Line rights action right. 

The staff officer of the right battery dresses his guns 
after they are unlimbered. — Staff officer of No. 2 battery 
22 yards from the left gun of the right battery, in line 
with the axletree. Staff officer of the left battery 67 
yards from the last named staff officer: they bbth face in 
the direction of the intended line. 

EXECUTIVE WORDS.— Commander of the right 
battery — Battery 1 Line rights action right. — Com- 
mander of centre battery and commander of left battery — 
Forward — they dress by the right. — The right gun of 
the right battery halts and comes to action to the right on 
the word being given ; the other guns form in front of 
the right gun (their waggons driving up on the left of 
their respective guns) halt, and come to action to the right. 
— W^hen the centre and left batteries arrive opposite their 
respective staff officers the commanders give the word 
Battery No. — right wheels full interval^ when square, 
forward by the right and halt^ action fronts when 
the asletree of the gun arrives in line with the staff officer. 
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To perform this formation well, (keeping correct intervals,) 
requires good driving on the part of the right battery, and 
the staff officers to be wide awake. 

Brigade of four Batteries is required to advance in 
mass of Double Close Column of Batteries from 
the Centre at \ interval^ and close interval on the 
Centre — afterwards forming Line to tite front for 
action. 

This movement is thus performed : Commanding officer 
will give the word Advance from the centre in doulle 
close column of batteries at J interval^ close interval 
on the centre. The commander of the right centre 
battery the word Battery 2 forward J interval on No, 
4, close interval on the centre. Commander of battery 
3, Battery ^ forward \ interval on *N*o, 1, close in- 
terval on the centre. Commander of right battery, Bat- 
tery 1 left wheels ^ interval on No. 4, close to tlte 
fronts trot or canter according as the two centre bat- 
teries walk or trot. Commander of the left battery. Bat- 
tery 4 right wheely \ interval on No, 1 , close to the 
front, trot or canter. When line is to be formed for 
action the commanding officer gives as a caution ^(?r7?» 
line to the front for action, then the executive words, 
viz., By batteries right and left wheel up : the right 
wing wheels up to the right, the left wing to the left : as 
soon as the batteries are nearly square the commander of 
the right centre battery gives the word Line left action 
left. Commander of left centre battery Line right, ac- 
tion right : the flank batteries receive the wordforward, 
and when arrived opposite their respective staff officers 
they wheel up to full intervals, forward, and halt, 
action front. 
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Brigade advancing in close Column of Batteries at 
i interval^ is required to form Line to a Flank for 
action* 

Suppose right in front, and line to the left be required. 
The commanding officer gives the word Line left^ action 
left: upon which the commander of the rear battery 
repeats the word, when No. 4 subdivision halts and 
comes to action to the left ; the others, forming in front 
and coming to action to the left. When the commander 
of the rear battery gives the word to form line for action 
left, the commanders of the batteries in front give the 
word for the next increased pace to that at which the 
brigade was previously advancing. When the right sub- 
division of the rear battery has halted for action, the com- 
mander of the centre battery gives the word Battery 2 
line left^ action lefty when the office^ on the left of the 
battery will give the word to No. 4 s^ijbdivision Halty 
action left : the others moving up in front, halting and 
coming to action to the left : when the right gun of battery 
2 halts, the commander of the leading battery gives the 
word Battery I line lefty action left ; proceeding exactly 
as the others did. 

Great care must be taken to halt the leading batteries 
in proper time, for, even when performed with the greatest 
exactness, the interval between the right of one battery and 
the left of the other will be 30 yards instead of 22 yards. 

Brigade in Line is to advance from tlie left of Dim- 
sions in Column of Subdivisions^ in order after- 
wards to form Echellon of Divisions left in front 
for action right. 
The commanding officer gives the word Advance from 
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the left of divisions in column of subdivision y which 
"word is repeated by the commanders of batteries. The 
officers of divisions give the executive word ; viz, left sub- 
division forward ^ right subdivision left take ground. 
Officers on the right of batteries shift to the proper pivot 
of their leading subdivisions, viz., on the right of No. 2 : 
those on the left of batteries to the right of No. 4. The 
waggons of 2 and 4 are ordered to the left of their guns, 
by the Nos. 1: the right subdivisions of divisions wheel 
to the right by command from Nos. I. 

When it is required to form the echellon the qommand- 
ing officer gives the word Form echellon of divisions 
left in front for action right : when the commanders of 
batteries repeat the word from the front, and the officer 
on the right of No. 1 battery will give the word Division I 
halt, action right : the left division will move forward 
until the gun of the rear subdivision is 1 5 yards in advance 
of the left gun of the right division, when the officer gives 
the word Halt, action right : the other divisions advance 
until they have attained their proper distances from 
those halted in thdr rear, when the officers halt their 
respective divisions and come to action right. The right 
division of each battery is of course to be 22 yards in 
advance of the left subdivision of the battery on the right 
before it is halted. 

Should it be required to come to action from the right 
to the left, each division must change position to the left 
throwing forward the right ^ of a circle ; the guns being 
run up by hand the limbers of course falling in their 
rear. 
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Brigade of three Batteries advancing from the centre 
in double column of Divisions, is required to form 
square on the two centre divisions. 
This manoeuvre is thus performed — The commanding 
officer gives the caution, Prepare to form square on the 
trco centre divisions ; upon which, the commanders of 
batteries give the word. Waggons right, when each 
waggon will move up on the right of their respective sub- 
diiisions : when the waggons are in their places, the com- 
mander of the centre battery will give the word Battery 2 
close interval on the centre .* each half battery of the 
centre battery moving towards the centre by the inwards 
half turn : the commander of the right battery gives the 
word Battery No, I right half turn, close interval on 
right subdivisions of divisions ; upon which the car- 
riages will close to the right subdivisions of each division, 
that is, No. 4 closes on No. 3 and No. 2 on No. 1. 
When the carriages of the right battery are clear of those 
in its front rather more than the depth of a carriage and 
horses, the officer commanding the left division will give 
the word Division J\/o, ^ front turi^ hy the left :% as 
soon as the rear division is clear of the division in its front 
the officer commanding the division will give the word 
Division J^o, 1 front turn, hy the left : the left division 
of the right battery, when the officer arrives in line with 
the centre battery (which battery is halted by its com- 
mander when the commanding officer gives the -^ov^CForm 
square) will receive the word Division No. 2 left voheel^ 
forrcard hy the left, and halt, dress, when arrived on 
the leaders of the centre battery : the rear division (that 
is the right division) moves forward, and passes the car-

division gives the word Division J\ro. I left wheel 
forward^ hy the lefty and when in line with the left 
division of his own hattery, the word Division left wheel, 
forward^ hy the left^ halt^ dress : the commander of the 
left division gives the word to his battery Battery 3 left 
lialf turn^ close interval on the left subdivisions of 
divisions^ when the right subdivisions of each division 
will close on their left subdivisions : when clear of the 
carriages in front rather more than the depth of a carriage 
and horses, the officer commanding the leading division 
will give the word Division I front turn, by the rights 
and when in line with the leaders of the centre battery the 
word, Bight y wheel, forward by the rights halty dress : 
the officer of the left division, as soon as his front is clear, 
gives the word Division 2 front turn, by the right ,- 
he passes the right division rather more than the depth of 
a carriage and horses towards the front, when he gives the 
word. Division 2 right wheel, forward, by the right, 
and when in line with the leaders of his right division the 
word. Division 2 right wheel forward, by the right, and 
halt, dress. 

Reforming double Column. — The several divisions, 
&c., must move in succession : the right division of the 
right battery receives the word from the division officer, 
Division No. I left take ground, waggcms left .• the 
left division of the left battery, from its commander, 
Division 2 ri^t take ground, waggons right. As soon 
as the front is cleared, the officer commanding the centre 
battery gives the word, Battery 2 forward hy the left, 
waggons rear. When the centre battery has cleared the 
front of the right division of the left battery, and the left 
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division of the right battery (which divisions form the 
sides of the square) they are ordered by their respective 
division officers to wheel towards the head of the column, 
(viz., left division of the right battery Right wheel 
fraggons rear ; right division of the left battery, heft 
wheels waggons rear.) As soon as the left division of 
the left battery and the right division of the right battery 
have formed column of subdivisions, the officers of 
divisions give the word (left division of left battery) Left 
take ground : (right division of the right battery) Right 
take ground ; taking care that their front is clear ; when 
square, they give the word (right division of right battery) 
Right wheel J then/brward, and when in rear of the double 
column the word Right wheel forward hy the left; 
(left division of the left battery) Left wheel, forward, 
and when in rear of the column Left wheel, forward, 
hy the left. When the whole are in double column they 
are ordered to full intervals from the front, or they may 
do so in succession. 

If the battery be retiring, waggons leading, the square 
may be formed on the same principle : the guns in this 
case are ordered up on the left of their waggons on the 
caution, prepare to form square, this being the only dif- 
ference in the words of conmiand. Officers must remem- 
ber that the left battery in this case is on the right of the 
centre, and the right battery on the left. 
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
